NUERNBERG, Dec. 5 (By Ra- 
dio)—While fully alive to the dan- 
ger to world peace represented 
by the existence in Germany, free 
and unaccused, of upwards of 
7000 elite staff officers, American 
spokesmen here declare there is 
Only a remote chance of proceed- 
ing against them as a group by 
judicial action, 

These trials exist for the pur- 
pose of obtaining convictions and 
it is declared that the prospects 


are slight of winning verdicts for 
war crimes against a body of ex- 
perts, mostly captains and ma- 
jors, who were without important 
responsibility and were often far 
from being “in the know.” 

This is despite free acknowl- 
edgment that from this caste, still 
young and chosen for outstanding 
ability, would be drawn the Goer- 
ings, Keitels, Jodlis, Kesselrings, 
Von Rundstedts and Raeders of a 
World War III. Instead, the prob- 
lem will be handled, if at all, 
swiftly and comprehensively by 
political decision of the Allied 
Control Council in Berlin, of which 
the new American member suc- 
ceeding Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhow- 
er is Gen. Joseph T. McNarney. 

Can Act by Decree. 

By simple decree, without pro- 
tracted hearings and delays in 
the law, the control @uncil can 
order the mass arrest, imprison- 
ment, exile or other disposition of 
any or all of the five grqups iden- 
tified previously in these dis- 
patches, They are the Wehrmacht 
Supreme Command, successor to 
the Great General Staff of World 
War I; the General Staffs of the 
German Army, Navy and Ajir 
Force, and the General Staff 
Corps, consisting of alumni of the 
top service schools of the three 
arms. 

As has also been stated pre- 
viously, the subject is under 
study by the Allied Contro] Coun- 
cil but no decision has been an- 
‘nounced. To avoid any hint of 
dissension among the four Allied 
powers, no information regarding 
their deliberations is issued, 

The board was not opposed to 
the indictment as individuals of 
Field Marshal Wilhelm Keitel and 
Col. Gen. Albert Jodl. They were 
recognized by all as ambitious and

NUERNBERG, Dec. 5 (AP)— 
German air force records placed 
before the international military 
tribunal today disclosed that 
Adolf Hitler had made definite 
plans by 1938 to conquer at least 
seven neighboring countries, in- 
cluding Poland and Czechoslo- 
vakia.

Austria, The document was dat- 
ed May 2, 1938—more than a year 
before World War II began. 

The threat that brought unwill- 
ing Czechoslovakia into the Reich 
in 1939 was Hermann Goering’s 
ultimatum that “half of Prague 
would lie in ruins from aerial 
bombardment within two hours” 
if there was resistance, according 
to other evidence laid before the 
four-power tribunal. 

Threats and Treachery. 

American prosecutors laid 
before the/fcourt official German 
records and French and British 
diplomatic reports disclosing the 
Hitler pattern of threats, treach- 
ery and broken promises. that 
crushed the Czechs only five 
months after the Munich pact led 
British Prime Minister Neville 
Chamberlain to proclaim “peace 
in our time.” ' 

The Americans finished presen- 


tation of their case, interrupted

OBERURSEL, Germany, Dec. 5 
(AP)—Capt. Hanna Reitsch, Ger- 
man aviatrix who fiew the last 


Nazi plane out of Berlin, has told 
United States counter intelligence 
investigators that the missing 
Martin Bormann joined in a 
death pact with Adolf Hitler a few 
hours before the German capital 
fell. 

The blonde, 33-year-old pilot 
gave a graphic description of the 
final hours of Hitler and his com- 
panions in a Reichschancellery 
bunker, but said she left upon the 
Fuehrer’s orders before. suicides 
were carried out. 

The Army took her story off the 
secret list today with the comment 
that it was “probably as accurate 
a description as will be obtained 
of those last days.” 

Bormann, chief of the Nazi S.A. 
(storm troops) and head of the 
Volkssturm, the people’s militia 
called to action in the final weeks 
of the war, is being tried in ab- 
sentia by the international mili- 
tary tribunal at Nuernberg for 
war crimes. 

Hitler Railed at Traitors. 

The drama of the end bordered 
on comic opera as Russian shells 
burst overhead, according to Capt. 
Reitsch. She said Hitler berated 
Goering, Himmler and others as 
traitors while going through the 
motions of directing a phantom 
rescue army that had been wiped 
out days before. 

She reported further: 

Goebbels, surrounded by his 
wife and six children, launched 
into bursts of oratory with all the 
theatrics of a ham actor. Eva 
Braun became disgustingly dra- 
matic. Blank-faced Bormann kept 
at his desk, writing a historical 
record of the finish of Nazism. 

As the intensity of the Russian 
barrage increased, the shaking 
Fuehrer, on the verge of collapse, 
called for repeated suicide re- 
hearsals. §.S. guards, charged 
with seeing that that the bodies 
were destroyed, stood by. , 

Capt. Reitsch, who claims the 
world’s glider record and once 
flew in a V-1 bomb as test pilot, 
said she flew into Berlin April 
26 with Lt. Gen. Ritter von Greim, 


who had received a frantic call 


from Hitler after Goering re- 


portedly had attempted to take 
over 


as Fuehrer. Greim was 
wounded when Russian planes at- 
tacked them. Hitler told them he 
had had Goering arrested and that

Plan Brewing For Month. 

The passage of the bill over the 
veto was a culmination of a sur- 
reptitious plan which has been in 
the making for more than a 
month, Senator William M. Quinn 
of Maywood, author of the bill, 
joined with the Republican floor 
reader, Senator H. R. Williams of 
Cassville, in lining up the re- 
quired number of votes.

One bill 
proposed to transfer the home to 
the Veterans’ Administration for 
use aS a hospital. The other 
would lease property in Higgins- 
ville to care for the nine inmates 
of the home. 


Erdwin first called up the bill, 


to transfer the home property to 
the Veterans’ Administration. He 
insisted that it be passed over the 
veto regardless of the fact that 
Gen. Omar Bradley, Veteran’s Bu- 
reau administrator, had an- 
nounced that the bureau did not 
want the property. The motion 
for passage over the veto was 


adopted by a vote of 25 to 5— 


Ricketts, Studt and the other Re- 
publicans, except Senator C. R. 
Hawking of Brumley, keeping the 
pledge they had made in advance. 
Hawkins had not pledged his vote 
and absented himself from the

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5 (AP)— 
Gen. Leonard T. Gerow testi- 
fied today he is ::willing to accept 
the responsibility” for the War 
Department’s failure to send Lt.

Though Warning Sufficient. 

Gerow, war plans chief in 1941, 
contended that a Nov. 27, 1941, 
warning sent to Short over the 
signature of Gen. George C. Mar- 
shall, Army chief of staff, should 
have brought a full alert in Ha- 
wali, in which every man would 
have been at his battle station. 

But when William D. Mitchell, 
committee counsel, brought out 
that Short's reply message had 
prompted Secretary of War Simp- 
son to remark months later that 
a ‘keener sense of analysis’ would 
have shown the Hawaiian depart- 
ment was not readyf or attack, 
the witness said hat was true. 

“If there is any War Depart- 
ment responsibility for failure to 
send additional warnings to Gen 
Short, it must all on the war 
plans division and as chief of that 
division at the time, I accept the 
responsibility.” 

F.D.R. Declined Pledge. 

The committee also learned to- 
day that President Roosevelt: de- 
clined to approve on June 7, 1941, 


a British-American plan for joint 


military operations in the event 
the United States became involved 
in war. The pla ndealt particu- 
larly with the Atlantic. 

This was brought out in records 
submitted to the committee, but 
the records showed also. that 
Roosevelt's military aide, Maj. 
Gen. E. M. Watson, told War De- 
partment officials that “in case 
of war, the papers would be re- 
turned to the President for his ap- 
proval,” 

They also showed that on Aug. 
29, 1941, Roosevelt approved a 
joint Canadian-United States basic 
defense plan. 

Gerow told of conferences in 
when military leaders of the two 
nations agreed on joint plans of 
operation, contingent on Ameri- 
can involvement in the war. 

Gerow said the plans drafted at 
Singapore, widely known as the 
ABCD (American, British, China, 
Dutch) plan, were preliminary and 
never received formal approval 
from anyone in Washington, in- 
cluding the chief of staff.

In a letter to the N.A.M. read 
at the opening of the Golden An- 
niversary Congress of American 
Industry, Truman said manufac- 
turers together with their work- 
ers had provided the tools for 
victory. 

Truman said reconversion prob- 
lems were due to many factors, 
gsome unavoidable. Much depends 
on their orderly and speedy solu- 
tion, he said. “I am hopeful, there- 
fore, that the manufacturers of 
America will approach the _ prob- 
lems which confront us now in 
the spirit with which they ap- 
proached their problems during 
the war,” he said. “This will re- 
quire not only determination, but

Wallace’s Views. 

Wallace expressed these views: 

“We can’t spend our way into 
‘good business conditions just by 
dipping freely into the federal 
treasury.” 

“Satisfactory profits for stable 
enterprises and higher rewards for 
venture capital in new undertak- 
ings are essential.” 

“Increased output per worker 

is essential to a steady rise in real 
wages.” 
_ “Call it by any name you like-- 
full employment, full production, 
or plain, ordinary ‘good business 
conditions’—we do have universal 
‘agreement that that is what we 
want.” 

Wallace said his full employ- 
ment plan was “fundamentally a 
declaration of policy and an as- 
sumption of responsibility by the 
Federal Government that it will 
assist and not hinder the private 
enterprise system in operating at 
a high level of production to bring 
about adequate employment op- 
portunities and a better standard 
of living for all.” 

Standard of Living. 

Wallace said: “Obviously, the 
answer isn’t simply one of raising 
Wages, then raising costs, then 
raising prices, and going on into a 
vicious spiral of inflation. What 
we do need is a genuine increase 
in mass purchasing power. We 
are up against nothing less than 
the necessity for raising the 
American standard of living—well 
above pre-war levels—and that 
means. making more goods and 
selling more of them to more peo- 
ple than ever before.” 

Wallace warned of the danger 
of deflation, declaring the incomes 
of farmers and wage and salary 
earners in the next few years 
would be substantially lower than 
during the war, and that “the 
long-run solution to our problem 
lies in the direction of seeking 
profits through mass production 
and mass consumption.” 

Philip Murray, president of CIO, 
who had been scheduled to discuss 
“Labor’s Responsibility for Full 
Production,” sent word last night 
he would be unable to attend. 

Murray Aid Speaks. 

Van A. Bittner, assistant to the 
president of the United Steel 
Workers of America, spoke in 
Murray's place and_ presented 
CIO's pledge it would work for 
full production if labor’s purchas- 
ing power was increased, He 
was answered by F. C. Crawford, 
president of Thompson Products, 
Inc., speaking for management. 

Crawford, referring to Murray's 
break with the administration 
last night in Pittsburgh, said, 
“Murray has now taken on a big- 
ger problem in tackling President 
Truman and no doubt is too busy 
to keep his date here with us.” 

Bittner said the CIO will not 
place any obstacles in the way of 
full production, will not limit out- 
put in any industry, nor prevent 
the use of technological improve- 
ments in industry. 

Mosher Talks. 

Ira Mosher, president of the 
N.A.M., speaking at the luncheon 
session, urged industrialists to 
support President Truman’s pro- 
posal for fact-finding legislation 
to prevent strikes, but added, 
“Whether or not management can 
do so will depend upon the suc- 
cess with which the legislative 
proposal safeguards against per- 
versions of the fact-finding prin- 
ciple.” 

The N.A.M. president said the 
proposed boards should be lim- 
ited to the finding of facts and 
should not take sides by issuing 
recommendations and that a new 
board should be appointed for 
each dispute.

HOUSE REPUBLICANS OPPOSE 
RULE OF WORLD BY BIG POWERS 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 5 (AP)- 
House Republicans today _ ap- 
proved a policy statement reject- 
ing “great power domination of 
the world” and advocating agree- 
ments “to stabilize military estab- 
lishments.” 

In a statement of “aims and 
purposes” agreed to behind closed 
doors, the Republicans also reject- 
ed “the thesis that world peace 
requires us to indorse alien doc- 
trines or to abandon efforts to 
seek justice for the weaker peo- 
ples of the world.”

Several members told reporters 
this section was removed by a 
top-heavy vote after debate be, 
cause many Republican’ repre- 
sentatives received election sup- 
port from union labor.

Westerman was shot 
by his son early Monday at their 
home, 12 miles west of here. 


The boy admitted he shot his 
father twice with French’s_ ,22- 
caliber rifle in a plot to get rid 
of Westerman. Westerman had 
learned of French’s attentions to 
of Westerman. French, married 
and the father of eight children, 
and Mrs. Westerman added their 
admissions after the son made his 
statement of guilt. 

Circumstances leading to the 
killing were related by Prosecut- 
ing Attorney Hamp Rothwell, for- 
mer St. Louis lawyer, who filed 
the murder charges. 

French, 45 years old, and Mrs. 
Westerman, who is 31 years old 
and mother of five children, had 
been meeting since last January, 
when her husband went to Kansas 
to work. Westerman, a carpenter 
and farmer, sent his wages home 
to his wife, who gave $1250 to 
French, with whom she planned 
to elope. 

The boy, Gene, learned of the 
plan and his mother gave him $605 
to keep him quiet. When Wester- 
man came home for a visit last 
summer his wife told him the 
house had been robbed, and ne 
made a report to Rothwell and 
Sheriff Bill Parker, who were not 
satisfied with thd report, Roth- 
well said. . 

Westerman returned to Kansas, 
finished his job and came home 
last month. French, who lives 
nearby, met the boy last Sunday 
morning and gave him the rifle. 
It was decided by the boy and his 
mother to awaken Westerman 
during the night, call him to the 


door and shoot him, Rothwell said. 

As Westerman stood in the 
doorway, his son shot him in the 
chest, the confession relates. Wes- 
terman staggered into the house 
and fell on the stairs. The youth 
told officers he ran inside, reload- 
ed the rifle and shot his father 
again, through the temple. 

Held for Questioning. 

Mrs. Westerman came down the 
stairs, stepped over the body of 
her husband and helped her son 
drag it to the porch, she admits. 
She got her husband’s pistol and 
placed it on the porch beside the 
body, then sent for the sheriff. 
In her first report she said she 
had heard her husband talking to 
a man, then there were two shots 
and the man ran to nearby High- 
way 42 and drove away in an au- 
tomobile. Sheriff Parker, know- 
ing the background of the missing 
money and the association with 
French, arrested French, Mrs. 
Westerman and Gene for ques- 
tioning. 

Gene was the first to tell of the 
plot. He led officers to places 
where he had hidden the rifle and 
the $65, and then signed a state- 
ment. French, confronted with 
the rifle, took Sheriff Parker to 
a cache in the woods on his farm, 
where he dug up the $1250, buried 
in a tobacco tin and a gallon can.

He 
said 150 new applications for en- 
rollment in the labor organization 
had been received in the last two 
days, and seven men who truth- 
fully notified their superior of- 
ficers yesterday tinat they did not 
belong to the union now have 
filed applications for membership.

Avoids “Runaround.” 

The plan for establishment of 
a community center for veterans 
will enable veterans to take the 
most effective advantage of the 
G.I. Bill of Rights. In addition 
‘to centralizing services for veter- 
ans, and avoiding the “run- 
around,” the plan mobilizes com- 
munity resources not now avail-. 
able. Under the plan, problems 
faced by the veterans will be met 
in a :‘raightforward manner, by 
the people equipped to meet them, 
at one place. 

The problem is urgent. Col. 
Christy estimates veterans are re- 
turffing to the St. Louis area at a 
rate of 2000 to 2500 a week, and 
that this rate will increase during 
the weeks ahead. 

The returning veteran needs: 

To get a place to live. 

To get a job—the right job 
for him. 

To get additional education or 
loans needed in starting busi- 
ness for himself. 

To do the irritating paper- 
work, such as reporting to his 
draft board, with a minimum of 
red tape and running around, 

To make application for un- 
employment pay, disability 
claims, medical attention and 
other services, if necessary, to 
help him make up for the time 
lost from civilian life. 

It is apparent that the needs 
o; the returning veteran are not | 
being met in St. Louis. The Un- | 
employment Compensation Com- 
mission is paying unemployment 
benefits for an average of six to 
eight weeks to more than half of 
all the veterans returning to the 
St. Louis area, Out of every five 
or six veterans who are referred 
to a “job opportunity” by the

Not Finding Right Jobs. 
Veterans in St. 
finding. the right jobs because 
adequate counseling services are 
not available to them. The Red 
Cross is the chief vocational guid- 
ance agency to which veterans are 
at present referred, and the Red 
Cross sees only about 2 per cent 
of the returning veterans. Expe- 
rience elsewhere shows that 60 
per cent of returning veterans 
need vocational guidance.

Veterans Sure To Visit Center. 

The presence at the center of 
the centralized city draft boards 
would make it certain that all vet- ; 
erans visited the center. They 
must report to their draft boards 
on discharge from the armed serv- 
ices. In taking care of this duty, 
veterans would become acquainted 
with the other services available 
at the center. The City Recorder 
of Deeds’ office at the center 
would record their discharge cer- 
tificates, For many purposes it 
is convenient to have photostatic 
copies made of their certificates; 
a machine for such purposes now 
in use at the Referral Center 
might be used at the service cen- 
ter, or another one obtained. 

Red tape involved in making 
applications for disability pen- 
sions, changing war insurance poli- 
cies to civilian insurance, applying 
for surplus property goods, for 
G.I. loans and educational benefits 
all can be made easier by concen- 
trating facilities in one place. 
Wieland has agreed to have Vet- 
erans Administration workers on 
hand to fill out the necessary pa- 
pers. 

Assistant Superintendent’ of 
Schools Nants told the Post-Dis- 
patch that veterans now visit all 
of the scattered schools in the city, 
seeking educational advice, Others 
visit the universities. Many vet- 
erans who make these trips do not 
sign up for courses. The advice 
they seek would be available at 
the service center, where the 
schools and universities will have 
their counselors stationed. 


Out-Patient Clinic Possible,

Production of Consumer 
FASHION FORECAST TO CHEER THE FEMININE HEART! 


Goods Disappointing, 
With Purchasing Pow- 
er High.

With the supply of consumer 
goods still short and with high 
current incomes supplemented by 
a huge backlog of liquid savings, 
the threat of inflation is probably 
more pronounced now than at any 
time during the war years, the 
Federal Reserve Bank of St. 
Louis reported today in its 
monthly study of business condi- 


tions. 

Although income has declined 
since the end of the war, con- 
sumer purchasing power remains 
high, the report stated: New rec- 
ords are being established in re. 
tail sales and prices of real estate 
and securities are continuing to 
advance. 

Despite speedy reconversion of 
industrial plants, actual progress 
in turning out goods has been dis- 
appointing with the principal dif- 
ficulties in the way of expanding 


production being a short labor 
supply and work stoppages in key 
industries, the report said. Un- 
certainties with respect to price 
cost relationships also have tended 
to retard production schedules, it 
added. , 


Rise in Unemployment. 

In the St. Louis Federal Re 
serve District, unemployment has 
increased but employers are find- 
ing difficulty in obtaining work- 
ers. In explaining the seemingly 
inconsistent situation, the report 
said the labor market is tight in iy .

Electric Power Consumption. 

Industrial electric power con- 
sumption in St. Louis increased 
13 per cent ‘in October over Sep- 
tember, partly reflecting the long- 
er work month, but was down 7 
per cent from October 1944, when 
war plants, many of them now 
closed, were consuming large 
amounts of power. 

Steel mills and foundries oper- 
ated about the same level in Oc- 
tober as in September but produc- 
tion was below- that of a year 
ago. Civilian orders are back- 
logged far into the future, the re- 
port said, but steel production is 
curtailed by lack of labor and 
concern over price-cost relation- 
ships. Animal slaughter and shoe 
production are showing seasonal 
increases. 
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trade lines rose more than season- 
ally in October and were well 
above the October 1944 level, The 
large volume of purchasing re- 
flects heavy consumer demand and 
the gradual reappearance of many 
items previously in short supply 
or unobtainable, the report said. 

Indications are that shortages 
in department stores, shoe stores 
and furniture stores are being 
eased, but women’s apparel in- 
ventories are slightly lower than 
last year and stocks of men’s ap- 
parel are one third smaller than 


a year ago.

Blocking Home-Building Program 


Contractors, Labor, Finance and Material 
Concerns Invited at Snyder’s Suggestion 
—Symington Considers Turning Surplus

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5 (AP). 


OHN B. BLANDFORD JR., National Housing Administrator, yes- 
terday invited representatives of contractors, labor, finance agen- 
cies and materials producers to a Washington conference Dec. 17 


for advice on clearing away obstacles delaying quantity home pro- 


duction. 

Along with this move, Senator 
Mead (Dem.) New York, renewed 
_appeals for funds to transfer tem- 
porary war housing and aban- 
doned Army barracks to cities. 

Mead testified before the Sen- 
ate Education Committee in be- 
half of his resolution to provide 
$195,000,000 for “panelizing” war 
housing. This is a process of cut- 
ting up the temporary dwellings 
into panels for transportation and 
erection in localities which need 
them, 

Government housing experts be- 
lieve Meade’s proposal would help, 
but they oppose any widespread 
new building of temporary living 
quarters in the belief it would 
simply postpone the need for per- 
manent housing. 

The conference called by Bland- 
ford had been suggested by Re- 
conversion Director John M. Sny- 
der as a step to find and elimi- 
nate “bottlenecks” in the way of 
home building. Those arranging 
the meeting said such subjects as 
price controls on homes and new 
government priorities on materials 
are sure to come up. 

W. Stuart Symington, Surplus 
Property Administrator, was re- 
ported last night by an official of 
his agency to be considering is- 
suing an authorization today for 
turning surplus buildings over to 
the states without cost. It would 
be effective at once. 

The official said the terms 
would call for the states to main- 
tain the property; houses to be 
rented first to veterans and after 
that to the general public; de- 
mountable houses in storage areas 
of various disposal agencies to be 


, erected by the states on favorable 


federal sites; ieases to be for a 
maximum of five years with per- 
mission to terminate on _ six 
months’ notice at the end of the 
housing emergency; rents in ex- 


cess of maintenance costs to revert 
to the government. 

Chester Bowles, price adminis- 
trator, today urged new controls 
on housing prices and‘on use of 
building materials “to head off a 
wild inflation in the prices of 
homes.” 

“There is a desperate and imme- 
diate need,” he told the House 
Banking Committee, “to provide 
some shelter for the homeless vet- 
eran with a family.” He then de- 
clared: 

“I am convinced that the na- 
tion’s whole effort to maintain a 
stable economy during the critical 
months ahead may easily be ex- 
ploded by an inflationary fire in 
the real estate field.” 


Decrying “the dangerous defeat- 
ism” of some people who argue 
that the line against postwar in- 
flation cannot be held, he attrib- 
uted responsibility for this frame 
of mind to “certain groups who 
feel that a little inflation would 
serve their selfish interests.” 

Bowles appeared in support of a 
bill by Representative Patman 
(Dem.), Texas, which would give 
the Government authority to chan- 
nel scarce construction materials 
into “reasonably priced” homes, 
with veterans having first priority 
on purchase or rental. 

A builder would be allowed “a 
full legal price” on his materials 
and services, plus current labor 
costs, plus the same margin of 
profit that was made on compara- 
ble construction in 1941. Any 
builder caught making an “exces- 
sive profit, over and above that 
enjoyed by the industry in 1941,” 
would be liable to suit for dam- 
ages from the purchaser for three 
times the amount of the excess 
profit. 

Bowles opposed one provision of 
the Patman bill that would set up 
a new federal housing stabiliza- 
tion office, which opponents have 
termed a “czar” proposal. Exist- 
ing agencies could handle the job 
if Congress confers the powers, 
Bowles said.

These apart- 
ments would be designed for oc- 
cupancy by middle and higher in- 
come tenants, who would find it 
convenient to live down town, 
could afford rents high enough to 
pay for the cost of the project 
but still fairly low and would 
bring “tremendous purchasing 
power” to the downtown area, 
where it is needed. 

To make such a plan as this 
effective, Mattison said, the cities 
should be empowered by the 
states’'to condemn land in 40-acre 
tracts or larger, clear it, revamp 
the customary “gridiron” pattern 
of street arrangement and bring 
through traffic arteries into the 
area as part of the original cost 
of the project. Housing corpora- 
tions having the status of public 
utilities should be formed and 
strict regulations drawn up. 

These regulations would enforce 
a general architectural plan and 
stipulate certain maintenance 
rules to insure the stability of 
investments and prevent the area 
ever reverting to slums. 


Cultural Developments. 

“The people who move to these 
dwellings,” Mattison said, “will 
want the cultural advantages that 
go with a city and which have suf- 
fered because of decentralization 
—theaters, symphonies, art exhi- 
bitions. | 

“There’s no doubt that prosper- 


ity increases with congestion. Con- 
gestion in itself doesn’t mean a 
thing. It is injurious only when 
people are improperly housed.” 


Mattison said he would like to 
see federal participation in, not 
control of, housing. The Federal 
Governement, he thinks, should 
furnish the banking facilities, pro- 
viding a low rate of interest over 
a long period. 


He attributed the present acute 
housing shortage to the wartime 
lack of building by persons in 
higher income groups and conse- 
quent lack of “sifting down” of 
facilities available to poorer per- 
sons. In Milwaukee, he said, 20,- 
000 veterans have returned and 
there is a housing shortage of 
about 22,000 units, 


M urray Text: Administration Yields 


‘Federal 
Has Ignored Grave 
Human Problems 
Which Stand Un- 
solved.’

OLLOWING 1s the text of the 
F raaic address of Philip Mur- 

ray, president of the CIO, as 
prepared for delivery last night: 
A very serious crisis faces our 
nation today. It would be unwise 
and hypocritical not to face this 
fact. 

After our historic victory over 
the fascist forces, the nation 
turned with both relief and hope 
to tackle the problems of recon- 
version. The American people 
justly anticipated the opening of 
an era of unparalleled prosperity 
and international peace. 


Wage earners through reduced 
working time, down grading to in- 
ferior jobs—have suffered direct 
pay cuts ranging from a minimum 
of 23 per cent to as much as 50 
per cent. The Office of War 
Mobilization officially advises us 
—very blandly—that we can ex- 
pect by the spring of 1946 approxi- 
mately 8,000,000 people to be un- 
employed, 

Official government figures re- 
veal that since V-J day approxi- 
mately 25 billion dollars on an an- 
nual basis have been extracted 
from the pay envelopes of wage 
earners through wage cuts and un- 
ployment, 

Are these the conditions which 
furnish a basis for prosperity and 
security? 


Meaning of Depressed Wages. 


Faced with these cold hard 
facts, American workers through 
their unions, have sought to en- 
gage in collective bargaining for 
an immediate wage increase. 

Our objective is to restore the 
huge cut in the national pay en- 
velope. Unless we .do, clearly 
America faces bad tfmes, if the 
workers do not have the purchas- 
ing power to buy tht goods—the 
wheels of industry cannot keep 
turning. 

Depressed wages means cur- 
tailed business. Depressed wages 
means continued and developing 
unemployment. Depressed wages 
means a decrease in farm income. 
Depressed wages means disastrous 
conditions for the g¢mal] storekeep- 
er. 

That is why—in seeking neces- 
sary wage increases — the CIO 
seeks no special advantage but is 
endeavoring to help America, 


Management’s Arrogance, 


But in collective bargaining, 
management revealed a_  deter- 
mined arrogance. They would not 
bargain. They ignored the facts. 
They simply said “no” to each 
suggestion offered by the unions. 
In the case of the negotiations 
between the CIO union and Gen- 
eral Motors Corp.—the corporation 
insisted that its profits were irrel- 
evant to the issue whether the em- 
ployes were entitled to wage in- 
creases. To the suggestion of the 
union that the issue be arbitrated 
—the corporation said “no.” To 
the suggestion of the union that 
the parties continue in collective 
bargaining to negotiate, the an- 
swer of the corporation was “no,”

The United States Steel corpora- 
tion did not bargain. It just said: 
“No.” 
U. S. Suggestions Refused. 
The United States Government 
then offered to mediate both dis- 
putes, 
But even to this suggestion of 
the government, General Motors 
corporation said “No.” The presi- 
dent of the corporation answered 
that he could not come to Wash- 
ington to discuss efforts to reach 
an early settlement.

The Decay of Leadership 
To the Editor of the‘ Post-Dispatch: 

One of the fortunate facts of Ameri- 
can history has been the appearance of 
great leaders at crisis times. We have 
had our share of weak and inept ad- 
ministrations, but during the years of 
Kreatest atress strong and able men have 
come to take the helm, Today our luck 
appears to be running out. 

Since the Japanese surrender, the Tru- 
man Administration has been gradually 
abdicating the confidence of the Ameri- 
ean people and the United Nations by 
its confused performance. Great fears 
~are abroad in the world, and the feeling 
appears to be growing that this Admin- 
istration is failing to come to grips with 
the problems producing those fears. 

It seems self-evident, for instance, that 
agreement between the U.S.A, and Rus- 
sia is the basic necessity for a lasting 
peace. Hence, it would seem logical that 
the foreign policy statements of Mr. Tru- 
man be directed to the betterment of 
U.S.-Russian relations. 

* , . 

Instead, he has thus far avoided the 
realities of this situation, and provided 
a vacuum in which the anti-Russians are 
busy. Because of this strategy, and be- 
cause of his seemingly blind emphasis 
on the secrecy of the atomic bomb, Mr. 
Truman has permitted the air to be 
poisoned with fears and suspicions. 

This situation has been heightened by 
the almost childish delight which has 
characterized Mr, Trumap’s references 
to our armed forces. He has sounded 
like a high-school coach who has sudden- 
ly received the services of Glen Davis 
and Felix Blanchard. This pride is nat- 
ural, but in the President it can have a 
dangerous effect if not accompanied by 
a sober realization of the responsibilities 
arising from the possession of such pow- 
er. Our actions in China and our unilat- 
gral insistence on Pacific bases suggest 
that Mr. Truman does not comprehend 
these realities, or their impact upon oth- 
er nations. 

At home, Mr. Truman’s fine reconver- 
sion program has been stymied by a con- 
servative, do-nothing Congress. Only the 
most skillful leadership will be effective 
with this Congress. And yet John Sny- 
der, the Reconversion Director and the 
obvious man to lead the fight for the 
President's program, has demonstrated, 
according to the New York Times of 
Nov. 11, “a singular lack of grasp of the 
larger social and economic problems con- 


fronting the country.”

Mr. Snyder is said to be a hard-work- 


ing and public-spirited man. The un- 
happy part remains that he appears to 
be inadequate for his demanding job. 
Nevertheless, the demands of personal 
loyalty seem to have priority with Mr. 
Truman over the crisis of the country. 
There are other instances of well-inten- 
tioned but ineffective men being appoint- 
ed to key posts. ° 

dhis is not the time for rendering ver- 
dicts on the Truman Administration. 
However, it does not seem amiss to sug- 
gest that the country is suffering from 
a failure of leadership which can be ill 
afforded. 

Whether we move toward economic 
peace and plenty at home and toward 
world government internationally, or 
wWhiether we drift toward domestic and 
international chaos, depends largely on 
our actions in these first several post- 
wur years. It is clear that our need for 
strong and wise statesmanship is greater 
now than it was during the war.

Now for Real Veteran Aid! 


A plan is presented in today’s Post-Dispatch 
for establishing a one-stop veterans’ center in 
Kiel Auditorium. It is a detailed blueprint for 
mobilization of public and private resources to 
see that service men returning to St. Louis have 


easy and éffective access to all the help the. 


community can give them in getting started again 
in civilian life. 

The proposal has the enthusiastic indorsement 
of Gen. Omar Bradley of the Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration. All the widely-separated agencies 
of the city concerned with veteran assistance 
have been consulted and have agreed that merg- 
ing their services at the Auditorium is not 
only feasible, but would, in many cases, make 
their work easier. Space is available in the 
Auditorium Exhibition Hall. Funds of private 
groups may, in the opinion of Comptroller 
Nolte, be supplemented as necessary from the 
city treasury. 

All that is needed now is the leadership of 
Mayor Kaufmann, who has the plan under con- 
sideration and has promised a decision on his re- 
turn to the city, Dec. 15. This delay is re- 
grettable, in view of the urgency of the prob- 
lem. Veterans are coming back to St. Louis 
at a rate well over 2000 a week by draft board 
estimate. The present machinery is a long way 
from adequate for taking care of them. 

The longer the delay in implementing the new 
proposal, the greater will be veteran dissatisfac- 
tion at the runaround that is the consequence of 
the present referral system. Men are now sent 
on long and repeated trips, some running into 
miles, to many different agencies. Out of this 
decentralization of services come delays, con- 
flicting advice, confusion and disappointment. 

The proposals of the Post-Dispatch outline a 
better way of getting action for veterans. Defi- 
nite machinery is recommended for getting re- 
sults in housing, jobs, vocational guidance, 
education, loans, insurance and other specific 
problems. 

This machinery has been approved by the 
agenties whose representatives would make it 
work, as ft is already working in other cities. 
Once in operation, the system would enable a 
service man to go to the Auditorium and in that 
one central, convenient place find expert advice 
on his particular problems and get efficient ac- 
tion on most of them, : 

Back of the center, and co-operating with it 
directly, would stand the working community of 
the city. Every company with a job open, every 
landlord with a vacancy, every bank interested 
in GI loans, would know exactly where to go to 
do a part ofithe job. 

With such a center, and with public opinion 
unanimous to support it, St. Louis could be 
certain that it avas fulfilling its obligation to its 
service men.

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Chance to End an Old Racket 


Amendment of the Frisby bribe-solicitation 
bill in the Missouri Senate, to make its penal- 
ties specifically applicable to school directors, 
calls attention to one of the meanest and most 
widespread rackets in the State—and one of the 
most difficult to track down, largely because of 
the defects in the present bribe law. 

That racket is the selling of teaching jobs by 
School Board members in some parts of the 
State. Since the teacher who pays a bribe or 
gives a salary kickback is also culpable, and since 
the penalty for bribe solicitation alone is trivial, 
complaints have been rare, In his report on the 
conviction of: a school director for the offense 
three years ago, a most unusual event, a Post- 
Dispatch staff correspondent wrote: 


Persons in a position to form conclusions 
believe that fully half of the rural school 
teachers of the Southern counties and prob- 
ably elsewhere in the State are parties to 
bribery in obtaining appointments, either by 
submitting to directors’ demands or by 
offers of money for appointments. 


Passage of the Frisby bill will mean that bribe 
solicitation becomes a felony, inStead of a mis- 
demeanor as at present. Thus an. opportunity 
will be given to honest teachers to report shake- 
dowir overtures, with some prospect that proper 
punishment will be inflicted. The Frisby bill 
ought to mean the wiping out of the racket. 
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A Chopin to Forget About ~ 
According to a-poll conducted by the moving 
picture critic of the Post-Dispatch, the most 
popular picture of the year in St. Louis was a 
romantic opus called “A Song to Remember.” 
This was presented as a drama based on the life 
of Frederic Chopin, but it had dittle to de with 
Chopin or any composer despite the free use of 
historical names and places. . 

In the picture, Chopin was torn between two 
all-cofisuming loves, the first for Poland and the 
second for George Sand, and the kind of music 
he composed was determined entirely by what- 
ever passion happened to be uppermost. Actu- 
ally, though Chopin hated Russia and loved his 
native land, he was no revolutionary. Other fac- 
tual errors were so numerous in the picture that 
only a few can be mentioned. 

Joseph Elsner, director of the Warsaw Con- 
servatory, taught Chopin composition and not 
the piano. Moreover, he did not accompany 
Chopin to Paris as a kind of artistic wet-nurse. 
George Sand did not make Chopin's reputation; 
she was attracted to him because he already had 
one. Kalkbrenner, portrayed as the usual dumb 
and envious critic, was a teacher and pianist, 
and was devoted to Chopin. The death of Chopin 


was not caused by a heroic fund-raising tour in . 


behalf of the Polish underground; he suffered a 
slow, painful but not very dramatic decline. 

A few errors in fact are, to be sure, of slight 
importance, since a poetic representation is often 
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truer than the fact. But “A Song to Remember” 
was not merely false in particulars. It was 
phony all the way through, and particularly so 
in its misrepresentation of the nature of genius. 
he artist possessed by a driving creative force 
obeys his possessor. Whatever sentimental at- 
tachments he forms in his capacity as an ordi- 
nary human. being are cultivated in his spare 
time. Such is the truth about the creative force 
as shown in the lives of those who had it. 
Hollywood, of course, will have none of that. 
It must deal in motivations that can be reduced 
to mush. There is an enormous market for 
mush, But why drag in Chopin? : 
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There’s Still Hope 

It is still too early for enemies of economic 
planning to danee on the grave of the full-em- 
ployment bill; too early for its supporters to 
send flowers.

It does set up a council of economic ad- 
visers to the President to make a continuous 
study of conditions that threaten another crash 
—an aid to planning with which neither Mr. 
Hoover nor Mr. Roosevelt was forearmed, It 
does create a joint committee to receive the 
President's recommendations for a national eco- 
nomic budget, which improves on the practice 
of kicking many such bills from committee to 
committee. 

But as far as being a good strong statement 
of public policy for fighting mass unemployment, 
the new measure is a poor instrument. 

Yet it is no small victory that any sort of bill 
was reported at all, after two months of deadlock 
and delay,. broken repeatedly by Congressman 
Cochran of Missouri. Without his patient pres- 
sure and careful compromise, the President's 
embarrassed requests for action might still be 
unheeded. 

The first chance for a liberalized measure will 
come provided the Rules Committee gives this 
bill an open rule, permitting floor amendment. 


If the 130 sponsors of the original bill are all 


on hand, fighting, they can salvage a great deal. 

The next round will come in House-Senate con- 
ference committee. There the bill can be re- 
written, if necessary. Since the Senate passed a 
far more liberal measure by a vote of 71 to 10, 
the concept of full employment is not ready for 
embalming until it is known what the conferees 
are willing to do to save it.

Diplomatic Masterpiece by Byrnes 

When James F. Byrnes became Secretary of 

State last summer, there was some skepticism as 
to whether, despite his experience as legislator, 
executive and jurist, he was sufficiently skilled 
in diplomacy for his exacting post. Mrs Byrnes 
has just proved that he is plentifully skilled—if 
one accepts the old definition of diplomacy as 
the art of using words to conceal meaning. 
* A handsome example of that art is to be 
found in Mr. Byrnes’s statement on American 
policy in China, published yesterday. There are 
plenty of words, all fine and meaningful words 
in their usual dictionary sense, but the Secre- 
tary has so arranged them that they move the 
realistic reader to query, after perusing the mes- 
sage, “Well, what IS our policy in China?” 

Mr. Byrnes, for instance, says: ‘“‘We favor the 
creation of a strong, united and democratic Chi- 
na... That’s fine, but how are we going to 
bring about a united China while using our 
troops and supplies to support one faction against 
the other? And how are we going to help make 
China democratic while the faction we support is 
Chiang’s authoritarian dictatorship? 

The Byrnes letter, in brief, is a lovely prospec- 
tus of what China ought to be, but with no in- 
formation as to how we are trying to help bring 
that ideal about. So we are right back where 
we started when the subject first came up: What 
IS our policy in China? 
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At Last, a New Courthouse 


After more than 20 years of public discussion 
of the need for a new Clayton Courthouse, and 
after six bond issue proposals to that end had 
failed, citizens of St. Louis County have at last 
approved the long-needed project, by a majority 
of almost 5 to 1. 

This was a vote for progress in the county, 
for proper public facilities and housing of rec- 
ords, for elimination of a hazard to safety. It 
was also a vote of confidence in the leaders who 
proposed the $1,650,000 bond issue, and in the 
officials who will administer it. Now it is up 
to the officials to make wise use of the people's 
money, to see that the county gets full value 
received for its investment. 3 
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To Release Housing Capital 

The urban redevelopment corporation bill, 
which has been perfected for approval by the 
Missouri Senate, will, when enacted, give private 
capital a workable mechanism for investment 
in slum clearance and low-cost housing develop- 
ment. The corporate device already exists, but 
the housing would be subject to such high taxes 
that capital has not been interested in using it. 
Land in the central part of the city, where the 
slums are located, is priced above its valuve for 
residential use, and tax reduction is the only 
way to bring about an equalization of cost and 
use. The pending bill makes the corporation 
attractive by granting partial tax exemptions. 

This device for mass construction with private 
capital is very much needed in Greater St. 
Louis to meet the demands for sufficient and de- 
cent housing in the future. The fact that it 
cannot relieve the present housing shortage does 
not minimize its importance. 

When the bill has been enacted, lessening the 
tax burden on limited-dividend housing corpora- 
tions, its operativeness will depend on measures 
pending in the Senate which would permit in- 
surance companies to invest their funds in the 
enterprises. At the same time, the public hous- 
ing measures will be needed, for private capi- 
tal alone cannot do the entire job. Through this 
portfolio of new laws, Missouri can release the 
energies of private and public capital.

The most deplorable result, of the recent 
discussions over the question of merging 
the War and Navy departments into a 
single Department of Armed Services is 
the bitter atmosphere of inter-service con- 
troversy which has thereby been brought 
into being. If this is permitted to continue, 
it may jeopardize Whatever good results in 
the way of co-operative effort are being 
sought by this legislation. 


The real bone‘of contention is the budget. 
Every officer with any experience in pres- 
senting peacetime military budgets to the 
appropriations committees of Congress 
knows that such proposals are likely to be 
subjected to sharp reductions, Every offi- 
cer who was in the service at the end of 
World War I has the most painful recol- 
lections of the rapid decline of American 
fighting power after the close of that war 
due to successive reductions in appropria- 
tions, 


Three Types of Organization 


So the present attitude is about as fol- 
lows: There can, conceivably, be one of 
three types of departmental organization. 


There can be one Department of Armed 
Services, as the-current legislation pro- 
poses, 
and Air. There can be two departments— 
leaving matters as they now stand. There 
can be three departments if the final de- 
cision is not to have unification, but to 
create a separate Department of Air and 
a separate Air Force. 

The Navy is strongly opposed to one 
department, because it feels that it would 
have a much better chance to get the funds 
it needs by making its own case. 


The Army Air Forces are strongly 
opposed to letting the present system stand 
because that would be to continue their 
present condition as a subordinate element 
within the War Department. 


The Army Ground Forces are strongly 
opposed to the three-department system 
because they feel that under such con- 
ditions the Navy and Air Forces would 
get the bulk of the national security dol- 
lars, 

All this is perfectly natural and reason- 
able. It is not, generally speaking, a mat- 
ter of personal pride or pride of service. It 
is a matter of honest conviction on the part 
of men whose basic desire is that America 
shall be strong and secure, and who believe 
very sincerely that their particular service 
must have its due measure of recognition 
and support in order that this strength and 
security may not be fatally impaired, 


Mistake to Force Issue 


The matter needs far more careful exam- 
ination than it has had so far, and there 
is no need for haste. The existing system 
worked satisfactorily during the war. It 
could protect us against any emergency 
that the immediate future may bring. And 
it would, I think, be a mistake to force 
unification upon the Navy at this time 
while naval officers feel so strongly about 
it, and while they are able to say that its 
virtues are still in the realm of unproved 
theory. 


But some measure of co-ordination is 
necessary now in order to enable us to 
make wise decisions as a nation concern- 
ing our military policy. The system pro-

We shall need such a system anyway in 
order to bring our foreign and military 
policy into closer relationship and balance. 
Why not try this first? The proponents 
of the plan say that it will give us a 
sufficient degree of co-ordination without 
a unified department. Possibly it will. 
Since* we need it anyway, why not try it 
and find out? 


Elihu Root’s Tactics 


If it does not produce the 
inter-service co-ordination, after a _ trial 
period of two or three years, or perhaps 
five years, then those who now propose it 
as a substitute for unification will have 
little ground on which to object to a uni- 
fied department. If a separate Air De- 
partment is needed, it could be created, 
and could subsequently fit into a unifica- 
tion plan if that were to prove the only 
way to get full and workable service co- 
ordination. 


There is good precedent for this idea 
of a gradual approach to controversial pro- 
posals. In 1899, when Elihu Root became 
Secretary of War, he was convinced of the 
need for a General Staff, but the idea was 
hotly opposed by many senior officers of 
the Army. It was contended, among other 
things, that an Army War College could 
do all the planning and study required. 


* Mr. Root thought differently, but he 
realized that an Army War College was 
needed anyway. He supported legislation 
for this purpose and got his War College 
in 1901. As he expected, it proved an ad- 
mirable and necessary educational institu- 
tion, but inadequate to take the place of a 
General Staff, 


Having proved his point by the lessons 
of experience, Mr. Root was able in 1903 to 
get a General Staff bill through Congress 
—not without some opposition from “the 
die-hards, but with vastly increased sup- 
port from men of open mind who had only 
needed to be shown. And the net result 
was a flourishing success.

Biography of Eisenhower, 
Seen as ‘A Man in Motion’ 


“Soldier of Democracy,”’ by Poerenese S. Davis. (Dou. 

bleday, Doran & Co., Garden City, N. Y.) 

This is far and away the best Eisenhower 
biography so far published. In contrast 
with those previously rushed to market, it 
is a full-length treatment (555 pages) of 
high literary merit, done with keen histori- 
cal sense, ample background and sharp 
psychological insight. The author, realiz- 
ing the difficulty of writing objectively 
about a living subject, without the perspec- 
tive of elapsed time, says he has aimed only 
to present the “portrait of a man in mo- 
tion.” In this he is most successful. 

The detailed account of Gen, Eisenhowe 
er’s family and youthful years at Abilene, 
Kan., may at first seem out of proportion, 
but as the story unfolds, it becomes clear 
that these facts are essential to a rounded 
picture of the man. The Eisenhowers were, 
and are, an unusually close-knit clan. They 
were people of no wealth or social prestige, 
who lived “on the wrong side of the tracks.” 
The six boys, inured to manual labor, were 
an intimate fraternity, and the bond with 
their parents, especially their remarkable 
mother, was firm. Gen. Eisenhower, even 
during the war, took time out whenever 
possible for family reunions, and he never 
forgets an anniversary.

Young Dwight, at loose ends after grad- 
uating from high school and discontented 
with his job at the creamery, decided to 
try for an appointment to West Point, but 
he feared objections from his parents be- 
cause of their religious principles. Members 
of the River Brethren, a Mennonite sect, 
they opposed war and militarism. But be- 
their faith also taught that no man 
shall judge another, no effort was made to 
prevent his military career. These early 
teachings doubtless help account for the 
General's broad views and the pleas for 
permanent, peace in virtually all his speeches. 

Arduous training, long apprenticeship and 
at first painfully slow advancement (he was 
a Major for 16 years) were Eisenhower's 
lot. All his grinding effort and his varied 
experience were gradually developing his 
innate powers and fitting him for the vast 
responsibility that at last was his. How he 
met that responsibility is history, recounted 
here in detail, but always with emphasis on 
the character of the man.

Particularly detailed is the account of 
the North African campaign, with special 
attention to the political mess Eisenhower 
encountered there. The biographer, though 
an admirer of his subject (as who isn’t?), 
does not go in for hero-worship, and says 
frankly that he was ill equipped to solve 
the political problems thrust upon him by 
the Giraud-Darlan affair. However, he says 
decisively that Eisenhower was the sca pe- 
goat for State Department errors, and the 
victim of Robert Murphy's double-dealing,

| WENTY- -FIVE years ago ‘there’ was great pressure on the Gov- 
ernment in Washington to line up in Russia’s civil war on the 
side of the Czarist officers who were fighting the Bolsheviks. 
American troops were in Siberia, and a few American soldiers fought 


in trenches with the British outside Archangel, 


Faissia’s great empire. 


That futile effort to put down 
a mass movement helped to feed 
the suspicion with which the Rus- 
Sians regarded the rest of the 
world. It is one of the reasons 
why it is so hard today to come 
to any real understanding with 
the Soviet Union, 


With Closed Eyes. 


There were Americans then who 
shut their eyes to reality. They 
ignored the long conflict between 
Czarist absolutism and the fer- 
menting unrest of the mass of 
the Russian people. They ignored 
the terrible hardships and suffer- 
ing of the Russian people in the 
War; worse than in any other 
country, in World War I as in 
World War II. 

They thought that, 
support to certain adventurous 
officers of the old regime, they 
could push back the current of 
history. In the same way, there 
are Americans today who believe 
that a little intervention in China 
will make it possible for Chiang 
Kai-shek to masters the Commu- 
nists and “unify” all of China’s 
vast, strife-torn area. 

The danger is that a little inter- 
vention will lead to our taking 
sides in a major way in China’s 
internal war. It will draw us in 
£0 that we find ourselves sending 
more troops and more and more 
money and guns. This might not 
happen, but no one can deny that 
it is a possibility.

year industry can keep only 14% 
cents, but next year, it can keep 
62 cents out of every profit dollar. 

You are waiting for your goods 
—and as a taxpayer you are 
financing industry holdup. 

But that is not the entire story. 
Through tax laws which the Fed- 
eral Administration supports, any 
corporation is guaranteed by you 
as taxpayers, for two _ years, 
through tax refunds from the 
United States Treasury, against 
any loss and a minimum of net 
profits which will be in excess of 
their peacetime average. 

Is it any wonder that American 
industry can be arrogant and de- 
termined to smash labor unions, 
to break the OPA and its price 
ceilings—because while doing so, 
failure to produce does not mean 
any financial loss but is repaid 
by you, Mr. American Taxpayer. 


Labor Forced to Strike. 


Confronted with this situation, 
American’ labor, in self-protection 
and in the interest of the entire 
nation, have turned to their right 
to strike. 

This is what the workers of 
General Motors corporation were 
compelled to do. 

This is why over a half million 
steel workers have voted five to 
one authorizing a steel strike. 

This is why electrical manufac- 
turing workers, aluminum, pack- 
inghouse and rubber workers and 
others are also voting overwhelm- 
ingly in favor of strikes. 


Administration’s Cowardice. 


What is the answer of the Fed- 
eral Administration to this dia- 
bolical plot of American industry? 

Does the Federal Administration 
call to the attention of the Ameri- 
can people the basic causes of this 
crisis? 

Does the Federal Administration 
condemn the sitdown strike of 
American industry and put an end 
to the public financing of these 
outrageous practices? 

The sole answer of the Federal 
Administration is to seek legisla- 
tion directed against labor. 

Industry has refused to engage 
fn collectiv bargaining. Industry 
has refused to accept voluntary 
arbitration in the automobile dis- 
pute. Industry has refused to 
meet with the union in the steel 
industry though specifically re- 
quested by the Federal Govern- 
ment. 

To all this arrogance the Fed- 
eral Administration yields in ab- 
ject cowardice, 

Its rancor is confined to labor. 


Fact-Finding Proposal. 

The recent message from Pres- 
ident Truman to Congress calls 
for legislation which would au- 
thorize the President to establish 
fact-finding boards in major in- 
dustries where industrial disputes 
may be threatened. In addition, 
it is recommended that where 
such boards are established it 
shall be unlawful for labor to 
strike during the pendency of the 
work of any such appointed 
board, ’ 

I desire to make it perfectly 
clear that labor has never feared 
the public disclosure of facts per- 
taining to a labor dispute. We 
warmly welcome the public atten- 
tion addressed to the facts which 
underlie our claims submitted in 
collective bargaining. 

Only recently a report of ex- 
perts of the Office of War Mobili- 
zation was being buried by Mr. 
Snyder, its director. This report 
fully disclosed all the facts per- 
taining to the financial condition 
of American industry and the cry- 
ing need for substantial wage in- 
creases. It was only through the 
determined efforts of the CIO 
that this report became available 
to the American people. 

The specific facts involved in 
the automobile and steel indus- 
tries have been thoroughly ana- 
lyzed and made public by several 
government agencies. 

This should make it clear that 
President Truman’s requested leg- 


islation cannot be justified on the

Goal of Legislation. 


Recently the labor-management 
conference held in the City of 
Washington unanimously agreed 
that there was a joint responsi- 
bility to engage in genuine col- 
lective bargaining and where this 
fails to co-operate with concilia- 
tion and mediation. 


On the basis of this agreement 
between prominent representatives 
of labor and management—why 


‘did not the Secretary of Labor or 


the President endeavor to bring 
the General Motors corporation 
or the United States Steel cor- 
poration into collective bargain- 
ing conferences with the unions? 


Instead—legislation is requested. 
Legislation that can have but a 
single purpose--the weakening of 
labor unions—the curtailment of 
the right of free men to refrain 
from working when they choose 
to do so. 

I am profoundly disturbed @ 
the implications inherent in the 
President’s proposal. It marks a 
very serious departure from the 
policies which the people of this 
country have repeatedly approved 
within recent years under the 
leadership of President Roose- 
velt. 

We have known of previous pe- 
riods in American history when 
rapacious industry greedily seek- 
ing ever-increasing profit’ have 
for a time succeeded in the en- 
deavor. 

gut in the wake of these poli- 
cies has come economic disaster. 
The economic debacle of 1929 fol- 
lowed a period where industry was 
given an open and free hand to 
run amuck. But the mass unem- 
ployment and human _§ distress 
which followed will never be for- 
gotten. 


Policy of Appeasement. 


To date the Federal Adminis- 
tration has completely ignored the 
grave human problems’ which 
stand unsolved. 

The Federal Administration in- 
stead is embarked upon a policy of 
continued appeasement of Ameri- 
can industry in the face of its 
contemptuous attitude toward the 
American people and the Govern- 
ment itself. 

The CIO is opposed to the basic 
policies thus pursued by the Ad- 
ministration, 

It is within this framework that 
the proposed legislation of Presi- 
dent Truman must be viewed and 
its real intent understood. 

The design of the specific legis- 
lative proposal is to weaken and 
ultimately destroy labor union or- 
ganizations. It can be but the first 
step for ever more savage legis- 
lative repression. For this reason 


the CIO shall mobilize its entire 
membership and the American 
people to defeat this specific meas- 
ure and all similar attempts di- 
rected against labor. 

The American people have not 
participated with all of their ener- 
gies and resources in» the recent 
ferocious struggle against fascism 
in order to have democracy weak- 
ened and threatened through pro- 
posals leading to industrial serf- 
dom.

souri valley dynamic, generating 
productivity, progress, and eco- 
nomic self support.

Langer and Mitchell found 
“shocking, unrefuted, or unex- 
plained” revelations in the record 
of the hearing showing the high 
cost of Bureau of Reclamation 
irrigation projects, compared with 
to costs to cooperatives and local 
irrigation districts. Furthermore, 
they said, the bureau had “docile- 
ly surrendered the real control of 
the Missouri river to the Army en- 
gineers, to whom irrigation is a 
secondary and inferior purpose, by 
agreeing to huge Army dams with- 
out obtaining any assurances 
whatever that waters, arising in 
the west, shall be used for irri- 
gation.” 

Last year, they said, the bu- 
reau had contended there wasn’t 
enough water in the river to pro- 
vide a navigation channel as far 
up as Sioux City, la., but it has 
now agreed to that project. “We 
were either misled in 1944 or we 
are being misled in 1945,” they 
concluded, 

As further evidence of the “fla- 
grantly contradictory testimony” 
presented in the 1944 and 1945 
hearings, Langer and Mitchell cite 
Bureau of Reclamation testimony

Economical 
Menus for 
Tomorrow 
By Meta Given 


LITZ TORTE is a short, high- 
Pvounaing name for rich cake 

dough that first is half baked, 
then is spread with meringue with 
blanched slivered almonds on the 
top and then is put back into 
the stove to finish baking. When 
the cake is baked and cooled, a 
custard filling is spread between 
the layers. So up to this point the 
process of preparation is simple 
for those who know anything 
about cake making. But among 
those who are most familiar with 
the baking of this cake, there is a 
controversy about the baking tem- 
perature and the baking time. 
Some say baking should continue 
only until the lower cake is done 
and soft inside. Others hold this 
does not produce the orthodox 
Blitz Torte at all and the me- 
ringue must be baked until rich 
brown and crusty. If you like to 
run the gamut of textures in food, 
you will like the latter—crispy 
crunchy meftingue and almonds, 
velvety cake, and soft cream cus- 
tard filling. If you aren’t inter- 
ested in such contrasts, then the 
first kind of baking will appeal to 
you most, 
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Simple Anemia--- 


Common- Sense Medicine 
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IMPLE anemia is the most 
S common type. It results from 

poisons which destroy some of 
the hemoglobin (coloring matter 
in red blood corpuscles) as well as 
many of the cells themselves, Here 
are some of the more important 
conditions inviting these changes: 
Poor nutrition from insufficient 
food, acute infectious’ disease, 
parasites, such as those of ma- 
laria and hookworm disease, tu- 
berculosis, cancer, and in _ lead, 
mercury and arsenic poisoning. In 
some cases it is difficult to»trace 
the causative factor. 

The symptoms are as follows: 
Patient tires easily, feels weak, 
has dizzy spells, feels faint, with 
occasional palpitation of the heart 
and shortness of breath. In ad- 
vanced or severe cases there is 
marked pallor of the skin and 
membranes of the eyelids and 
mouth. The blood picture changes 
are very’ characteristic. The 
hemoglobin (coloring matter) is 
reduced from normal] (100 per 
cent) to 60-75 per cent in moderate 
cases and 40-50 per cent in severe 
cases, an occasional even lower 


per cent is seen in extreme ane- 
mias. 

The red 
pronounced 


blood cells are not so 
in reduction as in 
pernicious anemia, though mod- 
erate reduction is noted from the 
normal five million. 

The treatment is directed toward 
removal of the cause. For ex- 
ample, if insufficient or improper 
food is found to be the cause, a 
balanced diet with lots of red 
meat is advisable with additional 
attention to the diet. Various 
iron preparations are important. 
Diet will cure this condition when 
it is not due to some disease. In 
case some disease is found, it is 
more important to remove the 
disease as the anemia is second- 
ary. It is important that all cases 
of anemia be studied by your phy- 
sician. This is essential if intel- 
ligent data is to be compiled and 
the anemia corrected by removal 
of the cause. Nothing is more 
serious or ridiculous than to treat 
the anemia without first determin- 
ing the cause.

One cup sifted cake flour, two 
and one-half teaspoons baking 
powder, one-fourth teaspoon salt, 
one-fourth cup butter, one and one- 
fourth cup sugar, one-half tea- 
spoon vanilla, four eggs, separat- 
ed; one-third cup cream, two- 
thirds cup almonds, blanched and 
sliced. 

Line bottoms of two eight-inch 
cake pans with wax paper; do not 
grease sides. Sift flour, measure 
and resift with baking powder and 
salt three times. Cream butter 
and one-half cup of the sugar un- 
til light and fluffy. Add vanilla, 
then the egg yolks, one at a time. 
Beat well after adding each. Add 
flour mixture and cream alternate- 
ly, mixing well after each addition. 

My Day -o- 

NEW YORK, Tuesday 

ESTERDAY I attended the 
Y luncheon given by the Citizens’ 

Committee on Children of New 
York City, Inc. This committee is 
set up to do a co-ordinating job 
in the hope of bringing all the 
agencies which touch a child’s life 
to work together, so that the child 
can be treated as a whole. The 
need for concern about our young 
people is evidenced by some of the 
items which appear in our daily 
press and I am quite sure that the 
same need exists in every city and 
rural area throughout the nation, 

The reports here are that social 
diseases have been reported to be 
rising rapidly in the teen-age 
group—15 to 19 years old. It is 
safe to say that for one case re- 
ported there are three or four 
cases unreported. Also in Our po- 
lice line-up, the papers tell us that 
there is an increase in the teen- 
age group of young criminals. All 
of this indicates the need for so- 
cial planning on every level in our 
community. 

* il * 

The committee on children will 
concentrate, I think, on the prob- 
lem of child care centers and 
Miss Bond who spoke for New 
York state yesterday announced 
that the governor would back a 
continuance of the state appro- 
priation for these centers and had 
the promise of the leaders of both 
parties in the legislature that 
they would co-operate in the com- 
ing legislative sessions. Gov, 
Dewey deserves the thanks of the 
citizens of New York for this ac- 
tion and I hope that many gov- 
ernors throughout the country 
are doing the same. 

The Federal Government which 
at one time, under the Lanham 
Act, was able to give some sup- 
port to child care centers, cannot 
now continue this assistance. I 
am told, however, that 28 per cent 
of the women now working have 
been found to be heads of fam- 
ilies, anu 77 per cent of the hus- 
bands of the women who are still 
at work, earn less than $41 a 
week. It is easy to understand, 
if they have several children, that 
what they earn is necessary to 
make it possible to live in a de- 
cent house, to have sufficient food 
and proper clothing. 

I think there are few women 
with little children who would not 
prefer to stay at home. But if 
they are the only breadwinners in 
the family and are not subsidized 
by the Government sufficiently 
well so they can stay at home,

HFA, SCHOENFELD APPOINTED 
U.S. MINISTER TO HUNGARY 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 5 (AP)— 
The White House today formalized 
the resumption of diplomatic rela- 
tions with Hungary by naming H. 
F. Arthur Schoenfeld of Provi- 
dence, R.L., as United States Min- 
ister to Budapest. 

President Truman thus took the 
last step necessary to recognition 
of the present Hungarian govern- 
ment. Schoenfeld becomes the 
first formal American diplomatic 
representatibe in that former 
enemy country since the end of 
hostilities. He has been in Buda- 
pest as an American “political rep- 
resentative” since May 11, 1945.

U.S. Women Served Gallantly in War 


Numerous Missourians Among Those Honored for Work and Bravery-—-Three Lost Lives 
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SAW OVERSEAS SERVICE. _ 


OF 17,000 W

N the memoirs of Gen, Jona- 
than Wainwright there appears 
this paragraph: 

“You may talk all you want 
of the pioneer women who went 
across the plains of early Amer- 
ica and helped found our great 
nation. They were, indeed, the 
wondrous mothers of our land. 
But never forget the American 
girls who fought on Bataan and 
later on Corregidor. They had 
no training in pioneer hard- 
ships; theirs had been a life of 
conveniences and even luxury. 
But their hearts were the same 
hearts as those of the women of 

early America, Their names 

must always be hallowed when 
we speak of American heroes.” 

There can be no question but 
that the nurses who went through 
the hell of Bataan and Corregidor 
had by far the grimmest experi- 
ences of any that befell the thou- 
sands of American women in uni- 
form in this war. Anfi their story, 
which was told after the three- 
year-old mystery of their fate was 
solved when they were liberated 
from the Japanese prison camp at 
Santo Tomas, serves as a high- 
light in the great tapestry of gal- 
lantry woven by American women 
in this war. 

In this great tapestry, the wom- 
en of Missouri and the middlewest 
added some brilliant threads. In 
the files of the Army Nurse Corps 
in Washington recently I dis- 
covered that out of 62 Purple 
Hearts awarded to American 
nurses injured by enemy action, 
two went to Missouri nurses—Sec- 
ond Lt. Violet Mahan of Lee's 
Summit and Second Lt. Ruby L. 
Hoppe of Friedhein, Mo. On the 
day that Lt. Hoppe was injured, 17 
nurses were killed in action on 
the Anzio beachhead and among 
these were Second Lt. Marjorie G, 
Morrow, daughter of Merrill M. 
Morrow, Audubon, Ia, Lt. Hoppe, 
besides the Purple Heart, received 
a citation for gallantry in action 
“under heavy enemy artillery fire.” 

Twelve other Missouri nurses 
and one from nearby Alton now 
wear the Bronze Star “for heroic 
or meritorious achievement” and 
two wear the Air Meda) “for meri- 
torious achievement in flight.” 
One of these, First Lt. Alberta E. 
Denny, is from St. Louis. The 
other is Second Lt. Gertrude 
Cruthirds of Woodland. 

Holders of the Bronze Star from 
the St. Louis area are Maj. Fran- 
ces E. Gilbert, First Lt, Helen L. 
Lang, First Lt. Alice M. Murphy, 
all of St. Louis; First Lt. Norma 
E. Bailey, Clayton, and Second Lt. 
Dorothy C. Scherrer, Alton.

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Africa but the world did not hear 
that when American forces 
jumped from their assault barges 
to storm the shore under fire 
on the coast of Algeria, 200 Army 
nurses went ashore with them. 
That story was not told until more 
than six months later when the 
late Lt. Gen. Lesley J. McNair, 
then Chief of the Army Ground 
Forces, returned wounded from 
Tunisia and told how the first 
American surgica! hospital’ was 
set up on the coast of Algeria and 
how the nurses, waiting for sup- 
plies to be landed, ripped off their 
slips and shirts and tore them into 
strips for bandages. 

First American Army nurse to 
die on the Western Front from 
enemy action was Lt. Frances Y. 
Slanger. With three other Army 
nurses she waded ashore on the 
Normandy beachhead four days 
after D day. Within two hours 
she and the three other nurses 


“were at work in a field hospital 


at Ste. Mere Eglise. At 2 a.m. on 
the morning of Nov. 21, 1944, Lt. 
Slanger looked back over almost 
six months of caring for Ameri- 
can wounded andw rote a let- 
ter to the editor of the Army's 
paper, Stars and Stripes. Among 
other things she said: 


“We have learned a great deal 
about our American soldier and 
the stuff he is made of. The 
wounded do not cry. Their bud- 
dies come first. The patience 
and determination they show, 
the courage and fortitude they 
have is sometimes awesome to 
behold,” 

Lt. Slanger never saw that letter 
in print. The night after she wrote 
it she was killed by an enemy 
shell,

South had a difficult hand to 
bid. He might, of course, have 
“reversed” with two hearts on the 
second round, showing a strong 
hand and inviting further action 
from North, and that is the choice 
that probably would be made by 
most experts. There was, how- 
ever, quite a bit to be said for 
South's actual jump to three no 
trump, if only on the score of 
deception,. as it might affect the 
opening lead. 


As it happened, five diamonds 
would have been a far better con- 
tract, and one that would have 
given North no difficulty, but in 
fairness it must be said that it 
was hard to reach. If North had 
persisted to four diamonds, South, 
with the same length in North's 
two suits, would have normally 
“preferred” the major, and four 
spades would not have been mak- 
able against the best defense. 

At three no trump West opened 
his fourth highest heart, and East 
smothered dummy’s jack. Declarer 
won and correctly laid down the 
diamond king. East, not nearly 
so correctly, won with the ace and 
returned the heart ten. South saw 
that if East had a third heart 
there was no menace in the suit, 
hence that a hold-up play was not 
needed, so he won and led the dia- 
mond ten, overtaking with the 
jack to guard against a belated 
hold-up play by the opposition. 
Now it would do East no good to 
refuse the trick, so he won and 
shifted to clubs. Declarer put up 
the ace, cashed the ace and king 
of spades, then ran the diamonds. 
Nine tricks were home, 


If East, appraising the situation 
properly, had refused to take the 
diamond king, South would have 
been utterly helpless.
